Initial calculations estimated that 
the spectrometer had registered the 
presence of a body about 25 kms. 
wide, circling bleak, crater-pocked 
Mercury, closest planet to the sun. 
There had been-no previous indica- 
tion that Mercury had a moon .but 
the planet is so difficult to study 
from earth tucked into the 
blinding giare of the sun and more 
than 145 million kms. away — that 
the possibility had not been ruled 
out. 

If “Charley's” existence is con- 
firmed, earth will lose its status as 
the only planet with one moon 
Jupiter has 12 moons, Saturn 10, 
Uranus five, Mars two, and Neptune 
two. So fer as is known, Venus has 
no moon, nor has Pluto, though a 
satellite of Pluto, the outermost 
planet of the solar system, could be 
difficult to detect from earth.
